And Fürther, that 
the people, by daily hearing of holy ſcripture 
- readtin the Church, ſhould continually, profit 
more and more in the knowledge of God , and 
be the more inflamed with the love of his true 
religion; Burtheſe _ yeers paſſed, this godly 
and decent order of the ancient fathers. hath 
dein ſo altered, broken, and neglected, by plant- 
ing in uncertain ſtories, legend, teſponds. verſes, 
valn repetitions, commemoratioms, and ſynodals, 
the tommonly when any book of che Bible was 
. begun, before three or tour duk dare were read 
out, all the reft were unread, And in thus fort the 
* book of Eſay was begun in Advent, and the book 
of Genefis in Septuagefima : but they were onel) 
nd never read thorow, After like ſort 
were other books of holy ſcripture uſed. And 
moreover, whereas Saint aul would have ſuch 
language ſpoken to the 2 in the church, as 
they might underſtand, and have profit by hear: 
ing the ſame, the ſervice in this Church of Eng- 
land { theſe many yeers) bath been read in La- 
tine to the people, which they underitood not: 
ſo that they have heard dich their cars onely, 
and their heart; ſpirit and minde have not been 
edified thereby. 
And Care » notwithſtanding that the 
ancient fathers have divided the pſalms into ſe- 
ven portions, whereof every one was called a 
Nofwrne : now of late time a few of them have 
been daily ſaid, and often repeated, and the reſt 
utterly omitted. 
Moreover, the number and hardneſſe of the 
rules called the Tye, and the manifold changings 
of the ſervice, was the cauſe, that to turn the 
book only, was fo hard and intricate a matter, 
that many times there was more buſineſſe to 
finde out what ſhould be read , then to read it 
when it was found out. Theſe inconveniences 
therefore conſidered , here is ſet forth ſich an 
order,whereby the ſame ſhall be redreſſed. And 
for a readineſſe in this matter, here is clrawn out 
a kalendar tor that purpoſe, Which isplain and

It is more ptofftable » becauſe here are left ont 
many things, whereof ſome be untrue, ſome un- 
Certain, ſome vain and ſuperſtitic us, and nothing 
is ordained to be read, hut the very pure word of 
God , the holy ſcriptures, or that which is evi- 
dently grounded upon the ſamegand that in ſuch 
a language and order, as is maſt caſie and plain 
for the 'underftanding both of the readers and 
hearers, It js alſo more commodions „ both for 
the ſhortneſſethereof , and for the plajmeſſę of 
the order, and for that the rules be. few and 
eaſie. Furthermore by this order the curates ſhall 
need none other books for their publike ſervice, 
but this book and the Bible : by the means 
whereof the people ſhall not de at ſo great char» 
des for books, as in times paſt they have been. 
And where heretofore there hath been great di- 
verſity in fayiny and finging in churches within 
this realm, ſome tollowing Salisbury uſe, ſome 
Hereford uſe, ſome the uſe of Bangor » ſome of 
Vork, and ſome of Lincelne : now from hence- 
forth all the Whole realm ſhall have bit one uſe. 
And if any will judge this way more painfully 
becauſe that all things mult be read upon the 
book, whereas before by the reaſon of ſo oſtem 
repetition, they could ſay many things by heart: 
it thoſe men will weigh their labour with the 
profit and knowledge which daily they ſhalt 
_—_ DY reading _ the book, they will not 
refuſe the pain, in conſi det ation cf the preatpro- 
fit that ſhall enſue thereof, M4 wy 
And ſoraſmuch as nothing can almoſt be fo 

plainly ſet forth, but doubrs may ariſe in the uſe, 
and practice of the ſame : to appeaſe all ſuch 
diverſity (if any ariſe ) and fer the reſolution 
of all doubts concerning the manner how to un- 
derftand, do , and execute the things contained 
in this book, the parties that ſo doubt,or diverſſy 
take any thing, ſhall al way reſort to the biſhop 
of the Dloceſſe, who by his diſcretion ſhall take 
order for the quieting and appeafing of the 
ſame, ſo that the ſame order be not cuntrary to 
any thing contained in this book. And if the 
biſhop of the dioceſſe be in doubt, then he 


may ſend for the ceſoAition thereof unte the

undiſcreet devotion, and ſich a zeal as was wich- 
oi knowledge, and fur becauſe they were wink- 
ed at iu the beginning, they grew daily to more 
and more abuſes, which not onely for their un- 
rofitableneſſe, but alſo becauſe they have much 
Prinded the peoples and obſcured the glo- 
ry of Gd, are worthy to be cut away, and 
clean rej:&ed. Other; there be, which although 
they have been deviſed by. many yet it is thought 
good to reſervethem {till , as well for a decent 
order in the Church (tor the which they were 
firſt deviſed ) as becaute they pertainto Edifi- 
cation, whercunto all things done in the Church 
(as the apoltle tcacheth) ought to be referred. 
And although the keeping or omitting of a Ce- 
remony init ſelf conſideredd. is but a ſmall thing: 
yet the wilfull and contemptuous tranſgreſſion 
and breaking of a common order and diſcipline, 
is no ſmall offence before God. 
Leet all things be done among you, ſaith S. Paul 
in a ſeemly and due order. The appointment of 
the which order pertaineth not to private men: 
therefore no man ought to take in hand, nor pre- 
ſumeto appoint or alter anypublike or common 
order in Chrifts Church, except he be lawfully 
called and authorized thereunto. . 

And whereas in this our time the mindes of 
men are ſo divers, that ſome think it a great 
matter of conſcience, to depart from a piece of 
the leaſt oftheirCeremoniesgthey be ſo addicted 
to old cuſtomes: and again on the other fide, 
ſome be ſo newfangled, tllat theywould innovate 
all things, and ſo deſpiſe the old that nothing 
can like them birt that is new 2 it was thought 
expedicnt, not ſo much to have reſpect how to 
pleaſe and ſatisfie either of theſe parties,as how 
to pleaſe God, and profit them hoth. And yer 
leſt any man ſhould be offended, whom geod 
reaſon might ſatistie, here be certain cauſes ren- 
dred, why ſome of the accuſtomed Ceremonies 
be put away, and ſome reteined and kept ſtill. 

Some are put away, becauſe the great exceſſe 
and multitude of them hath ſo increaſed in theſe 
latter dayes, that the burthen of them was in- 
tolerable, whereof S. Auguſtine in his time com- 
plained, that they were grown to ſuch a number, 
that the eſtate of Chriſtian people was in worſe 
caſe,concerning that matter, then were the Jews. 
And he counſelled, that ſnch yoke and burden 
ſhould be taken away, as timewould ſerve quiet- 
ly to do it, 

But what would S. Auguſtine have ſaid, if he 
had ſeen the Ceremonies ot late dayes uſed a- 
mong us, whereimto the multitude uſed in his 
time was not to be compured? This our exceſſive 
multitude of Ceremonies was ſo great,and many 
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FE CEREMONIES, WHY SOME BE 
Az aboliſhed, and ſume retained. 


and darken, then declare and ſet forth Chrifts 
benefits unto us. 

And befides this,Chriſts Coſpel is not a cere- 
moniall Law (as much of voſes Law was) but 
it is a religion to ſerveCodznot in bendage of the 
figure or ſhadow, but in the freedom of the Spi- 
rit, being content onely, with thoſe Ceremonies 
which do ſerve to a decent orderꝭ godly diſci- 
pline, & ſuch as be apt to ttir up the dull minde 
of man to the remembrance of his duty to God, 
by ſome notableand ſpeciall ſignification, where 
by he might be edified. 5 

Futhermore, 7 moſt weightie cauſe of theabo- 
liſhmeut of certain ceremonies was, that they 
were ſo far abuſed, partly by the ſuperſtitious 
blindnes uf the rude and unlearned,and partlyby 
the unſatiable avarice of ſuch as ſonght more 
their own lucre, then the glory of God, that the 
abuſes could not well be taken away, the thing 
remaining ſtill. But now asconcerning thoſe pers 
ſons, which peradventure will be offended, for 
that ſome of the old ceremonies are retained ſtil: 
it they conſider, that without ſome ceremonies it 
is not poſſible to keep any order, or quiet diſci- 
pline in the Church, they ſhal eaſily perceivejuſt 
cauſe to reform their judgements, And if the 
think much that any of the old remain, & wol 
rather have all deviſed a new : then ſuch men: 
granting ſome Ceremonies convenient to be had 
ſurely where the old may be well uſed, there 
they cannot reaſonablyreprove the old,onelyfor 
their age, without bewraying of their own fol- 
ly. For in ſuch a Ry ought rather to have 
reverence unto them for their antiquity, if they 
will declare themſelves to be more ſtudiousof 
unity and concord, then of innovations and new 
fangleneſſe, which (as much as may be, with 
the true ſetting forth of Chriſt Religion) is al- 
wayes to be eſchewed, Furthe tmore, ſuch ſhall 
have no juſt cauſe with theCeremonies referved 
to be offended. For as thoſe be taken awaywhich 
ere molt abuſed, and did burthen mens con- 
ſciences Without any cauſe: fo the other that re- 
main, are retained for a diſcipline and order, 
which (upon juſt cauſes) may be altered and 
changed, and therefore are not to be eftemed 
equall with Gods | aw, And moreover, they be 
neither dark nor dumb Ceremonies, but are ſo 
ſer forth, that every man may underſtand what 
they do mean, and to what uſe they do ſerve, ſo 
that it is not like that they in time to come 
ſhould be abuſed as other have been. And in 
theſe our doings we cendemn no other Nations, 
nor preſcribe any thing, but tv our own people 
only. For we think it cenvenient, that every 
countrey ſhould uſe ſiich Ceremonles, as they 
ſhall think beſt to the ſetting forth of Gods ho- 
nour and glory, and to the reducing of the 
people to a melt perſect and godly living,with- 
out errour orlupertticion; And that they ſhould 
put away other things, which from time to time 
they perceive to be meſt abuſed, as in mens

He Golden Number is ſo called, becanſe it was written in the Talender wich 
Letters ef gold, right at the day whereen the Moon changed: and it is the 
ſpace of rg. yeers, in the which the Moon returneth to the ſelf ſame day of the. 
yeer of the Sunne : and therefore is alſs called the Cycle of theMoon, inthe 
which the Solſtices and Equinoctials do return to all one point inthe Zodiaque, 
To finde it every yeer, yon muſt adde one yeer to the yeer of Chriſt (for 
Chriſt was born one yeer of the 19, already paſt ) then divide the whole by 15. 
and rhat which reſtech is the Golden Number for that yeer: if there be no ſur- 
pluſage, it is then 19. 1 | 
Note that the Golden Number and Dominicall Letter doth change every yeer 
the firſt day of Jannary. R
